npraduction. In corn, wheat, onts and rye
the conditions warrant the assertion that
the wiatistics are as accurate as in other
wiates, The asseasors are supposed to col-
Joot the wereage of wll kinds of crops, but
outslde of corn, whent, onts and rye they
scarcely make & pretense of dolng wo, The
stntlstice on other gralos are presented, not
with mny clalm to thelr accuracy or com-
pleteness, but simply as a basls of opinlon
and geperal Information. The table only
accounts for fifty-six counties on barley and
fifty-four on potatoes, while on flax and
liay the showing is lamentably weak. The
totals given on these in the statement at
the head of the column are made from an
estimate of the missing counties, 1t is also
reasonably ceriain that the nereage returns
‘rom the countles reporting are much be-

On hay, which Is one of the greatest crops
n the state o point of value, no Intelligent

on can be formed of either the acreage or
imopnt eul.

Plenty of Hay.

Hay Is not so good a crop this year ‘us It
bas been sometimen, but there Is no scarc-
ity where It s the most nesded, in the cat.
tie raining and cattle feeding sections, In
the western part of the atate there is never
enough of local growth to supply the de-
mand and in same sectlons the shortoge s
greater than usual. In the cattle country
thers are thousands upon thousands of acres
that are never cut, at least In most sections,
and any falling off in the yield Is made up
by cutting over a llttle more ground than
ununl. In a large part of the hay produc-
ing section the crop has been a good one,
This is partlcularly true of alfaifa. The
Inte frost rendered Is possible to cut four
crops of alfalfa and the same condition en-
abled farmers and stockmen to cut all the
wild hay desi=ed. There In all the hay that
can be used and more could have been cut
if the owners of the land had any idea It
could he disposed of. The only dlfference in
that locally, the price will be higher on ac-
count of‘the mource of supply belng oo Lhe
averaga further from Omaha.

Potatoes are the only crop which amounts
to conaiderable proportions In which the
yield Is below the avernge. The extremoly
hot weather of the midsummer, tollowed
by heavy and continuous rains, in respom-
sible for this. The acreage o nbout the
same as usual, but both quantity and qual-
ity are below the normal,

Wheat About the Average.

Wheat was a little above the average
yoar o mcreage. Last year both the acre-
age and yleld were light owlng to the dam-
ago to winter wheat, which resulted In the
plowing up of many flelds. The yleld per
ucre is 146, agalnst 11.4 In 1899, 178 in
1688 and 178 In 1897. The crop Is above
the average, though not up to 1898, when,
with & large acreage and heavy yield, it
amounted to 851,081,200 bushels. With the
oxception of wvery limited sections the
quality of the grain is good. Almost unmi-
versally the quality wus reported good at
harvest time, but wet weather in some
stctions damaged It a little while the grain
was in shock. These aure of limited area,
however, and for a state the slze of Ne-
braska it Is seldom that a crop of such
uniform excelience Is harvested, Another
feature is that the ssctions where the grain
was damaged are not the heavy ‘wheat grow-
ing countles.

In addition to the City lmperial volun-
cesslon the bands of twelve voluntesr regl-
ments and 24,000 regulara and volunteers
lined the route.

Among the most interesting features of
the display was the presence In the pro-
cession of the invallded Clty Imperial vol-
upteers in carriages fying the Red Cross
flag, and the assemblage at a consplou-
ous point in Fleet street of the few re-

mining survivors of the Balaklava
charge

The locomotives which drew the City
Imperinl  volunteers’ irain frem Bouth-
ampton were rospectively named ‘Vie-
toria,'” “Rcberts,” “Powerful” and ""The
Maine.” To the last the iovalids were en-
trusted.

The exuberant thromgs proved 1mn-

maonageable wnd the police and soldlers
were quite unable 1o stem the ugly rushes.
The crowding of the populace became wso
terrible at the Marble nrch that the
poaple broke through the cordon and ‘when
the field was agaln cleared forty persons
were left lylng on the ground, several of
them suffering from serioua injuries.

In narrow Fleet street the crowds broke
down gll the Dbarriers and sightsders,
soldiers, pollce and City Imperial volun-
teers were mixed up In o confused mass,
from which the wolunteers had to be
finally extricated in single file.
